course of ths interview remarked 
about the Korean conflict: 
"Of 


course we're not really at 
war 


with Russia there." 


"Actually, we are,' Wallace cor- 
rected him. 


"Russia is clearly the aggress- 


or,' he continued. "I now 
be- 


tve Russia Wants to continue the 


Id war for its own reasons." 
Tlius did Henry A. 
Wallace, 


former vice-president of the United 
States, ex-Secretary of Agriculture 
and of Commerce,and the 1948 can- 
didate for president of the 
left- 


wing Progressive Party, complete- 
ly reverse his position regardintg 
Moscow. 


Until now, Wallace told his radio 


interviewers, he believed 
Russia 


had the will for peace. But 
her 


^Korean invasion set the world — 
and Wallace — aright. 


And so a native Iowa boy comes 


home, with the same patriotism 
and regard for fellow 
Americans 


that all of us have when the chips 
are down and U. S. troops are 
being shot at. 


Wallace may be thinking, as one 


famous figure thought out loud be- 
fore him: "Why should'I bother 
about being inconsistent — when 
,.xyents weren't consistent either?" 


But a great many 
Americans 


have felt that Russian events were 
consistent enough. Russia 
didn't 


want peace after the close 
of 


World War II. She proposed 
to 


double-cross her old allies by grab- 
bing land while the world was 
too weak or weary to offer a de- 
fense. That was how most Ameri- 
cans felt about it. 


But Wallace felt otherwise — and 


now he says he's wrong, 
4 He'll never regain the confi- 


dence of a public which has learn- 
ed to thoroughly distrust 
his 


judgement — but only the small- 
est of minds would neglect 
to 


welcome him home. . . home to 
America, the one place in 
the 


world where liberty is still defined 
as the right to be wrong.

Reds Capture Po 


Personal Income 
Tax Increase 
Wins Approval 


Washington, Aug. 
U 
— (fi>) — 


Democrats and Republicans appa- 
rently were ready to t e am up 
today to ram through the 
senate 


finance committee a $3,000,000,000 
boost in personal income taxes. 


It means Uncle Sam may begin 


digging deeper into the 
pockets 


of over 50,000,000 taxpayers 
on 
October 1. 


The increases may be as much 


as 20 per cent for many taxpayers. 


The committee yesterday appro- 


ved unanimously a $1,500,000,000 
annual boost in corporation taxes, 
raising the top levy on corporate 
income from 38 per cent to 45, 
effective as of July 1, ,1950. The 
higher rates thus would apply to 
one-half of 1950 corporate income. 


New individual, and corprate in- 


come levies, along with plugging 
of tax law loopholes, are the major 
items in President Truman's first 
isstallment $5,000,000,000 
tax 
in- 


crease to help pay for the Korean 
war 
and 
America's' armament 


against communist aggression. 


Meanwhile, Mr. Truman let 
it 


be known that if congress wants to 
tack on, extra, 
a 
fnulti-million 


dollar excess profits tax aimed at 
profiteering, he will not object. 


Senator O'Mahoney (D-Wyo) said 


he is ready to make a senate floor 
fight for a 
$4,000,000,000 
excess 


profits levy. 
This would be in 


addition to the increase 
in 
the 


normal corporation tax r a t e s . 
O'Mahoney said the new 45 per 
cent corporate rate would not stop 
inflation. 


But the President advised con- 


gress it would be. beyyer to take 
up this highly controversial subject 
in, November when the lawmaKrs 
—-gt over their election jit't e'TS. 
Eventually there will be an excess 
profits levy, the President said. 


Clear Sailing 
for Control 
Bill Is Seen 


Washington. Aug. 11 (/P). — 
A 


sweeping house-approved grant of 
authority 'for President Truman to 
invoke wage-price-ratoning controls 
moved today to the senate, where 
Democratic leaders predicted de- 
feat for efforts by some Republi- 
cans to whittle it down. 


Administration leaders expressed 


confidence that the 
senate 
next 


week will pass substantially the 
same kind of home front mobiliza- 
tion bill the house did yesterday by 
a rousing 383 to 12 vote. 


The house bill would give Mr. 


Truman a free hand to put wage- 
Truman a free hand to put wage- 
price curbs and rationing intP ef- 
fect whenever he saw fit. 
The 


President did not ask for 
those 


anti-inflation powers, but he said he 
would be glad to get them without 
strings. 


Mr. Truman declared only yes- 


terday, however, that the time for 
use of such all-out mobilization 
authority was not yet in sight. 


The house bill also 
authorizes 


other economic controls which the 
President did request. 


Those include allocation of scarce 


industrial materials, 
priority 
for 


defense contracts, and authority to 
requisition materials and to 
take 


over privately owned plants, if nee 
essary. 


The bill also would clear the way 


for 
a $35000,000,000 government 


loan program to spur defense pdo- 
duction. And itauthorizes consumer 
credit controls and real estate curb 
on new building and 
major 
re- 


modeling starting after Aug. 3. 


The house passed its bill shortly 


after the senate opened debate on 
its similar measure. A final senate 
vote may come next Tuesday or 
Wednesday.

now are at virtually 100 per cent 
of .capacity.^ U. l£ jvidqnt:, the in- 
creased demands- of -'the" military 
must come put of production now 
gping to civilian consumption. 


But the munitions 
official 
ex- 


presses the thought that much of 
it can be diverted from the frills 
without making inroads on impor- 
tant or actually necessary . items. 
He comments that, 
as 
an ex- 


ample, slot machines aren't vital 
to civilian economy, but they use 
steel. 


The board also will be able to 


carry on the Korean war and go a- 
head with .the rearmament prog- 
ram without; digging into the na- 
tion's stockpile of i strategic mater- 
ials, which the munitions board has 
been building up for several years. 


The, ammunition* tanks, 
planes 


and other equipment being rushed

Under the 
storing-for-a-r a i n y 


day program, the military is put- 
ting away the things which it 
thinks might bo scarce should an 
all-out, global war come. T h e y 
are materials available now. from 
parts of the world which might be 
cut off in a World War, III. 


Currently, there are 71 items on 


the stockpiling list — things like 
the basic 
metals tin, tungsten, 


copper, manganese, chrome; min- 
erals such as asbestos, mica and 
talc; rubber and rope fiber; drugs 
and oils. 


7,862 Reserve 
Officers to 
Be Called 
Washington, Aug. 11 — (#) The 


army announced today that it' is 
calling up to active duty whether 
they like it or not 7,826 reserve 
captains and lieutenants who are 
not assigned to units of the orga- 
nized reserve corps. 


The officers, all men, will 
ba 


on active duty by Oct. 6, the army 
said. They arc being ordered up 
for 21 months, subject to change 
by congress, unless relieved soon- 
er. 


The army said 
simuUtaneously 


that it will recall involuntarily 1,- 
828 male officers of the active and 
inactive medical, dental, veteri- 
nary and medical service corps. 


This cali-up will affect officers 


up to the grade of major in the 
medical and medical s e r, v ic e 
corps, lieutenant colonel 
in the 


dental corps and major 
in 
the 


veterinary corps. 


The company grade o f f ic'ei-s 


being recalled included 1,808 cap- 
tains and 6,054 lieuetnants in 16 
arms and services. They will come 
from all parts of the country. 


This was the first army call-up 


of individual officers who are not 
members of the

serve. A week ago it announced 
the recall to active duty of 62,000 
reserve enlisted to report in Sep- 
tember and October.

This Is Story of the Death 
of Private Jack-America Is 
Fortunate to Have His Kind

(/P)—This is the story of the death 
of one American soldier in Korea. 


His name was private Jack. 
There are a lot of men like him 
over here. 


Pvt. Jack was a 
dark 
small 


cheerful kid of 21. And some older 
soldiers thought he would be one 
of the green ones to worry about 
when troubled started. 


A week or so ago the 
trouble 
did start. Pvt. Jack's outfit 
had 


to pull back from Kumchon under 
pressure from Red troops slugging 
toward Tacgu, the city that is the 
remaining c e n t r a l bulwark of 
South Korea. 


The outfit was ambushed and 


used everything from 
cooks 
to 


gasoline cans to crash througn. 
- It was a six-hour battle that end- 
ed with 150 enemy dead on 
the 


field. Pvt. Jack was clipped in the 
leg at the start of the engage- 
ment by a shell fragment. But he- 
fought the entire six hours until 
the road out was secure. It was 
only then he mentioned his wound. 


The medics took one lopk 
and 


said he would have to be evacu- 
ated. And they sent him back de- 
spite his objection: 


"1 feel guilty going back to a 


hospital just because I caught a 
piece of shrapnel in my leg." 


He spent three restless days in 


the hospital. Because he was so 
anxipus to rejoin hi buddies 
the 


doctors released him with the un- 
derstanding he would tell his com- 
mander htt needed at least three 
days more rest before going back 
into battle. 


Pvt. Jack hitch-hiked more than 


1QO miles to his outfit. He reached 
it just as a patrol was being or- 
ganized to go across the 
Nak- 


tong rivet1 line iuto enemy coun- 


try to try to take prisoners. 
Pvt. 


Jack said nothing to his command- 
er about the three days rest his 
game leg still needed. Instead he 
immediately voluntered fpr 
the 
patrol. 


The patrol jumped off in broad 


daylight, c r o s s e d the.r i.v e r, 
grabbed several p r i o soncrs and 
penetrated some t h o u s a nds of 
yards beyond.

Then it was caught in h e a v y 


fire from 200, or more Red troops 
dug into posltlpns on two hills. 


As the patrol began to withdraw 


with its prisoners, r Pvt. 
Jack 


stayed behind >io protect ita> flank 
with his M-l rifle. As he limped 
back he went down. 


Sgt. Fred Mills of Newbraund- 


feld, Tex., went back to get him. 
He dragged Pvt. Jack some 600 
yards through sniper 
rifle, 
ma- 


chinegun and mortar fire, 
loaded 


him on an abandoned peasant ox- 
cart, and pulled the cart down the 
road until it collapsed. 


Then Sgt. Mills and two 
other 


members of the patrol—Cpl. Oscar 
L. Ellis of Sharpsburg, Ky., and 
Pvt. Gerald Coolidge of Hopewell, 
Pa. — carried the wpunded boy 
the rtst of the way to the river on 
the wooden bpd of the oxcart. 


Knowing Pyt. Jack 
could not 


swim, Sgt. Mjlls shoved the rough 
wooden litter t bearing his d y i n g 
comrade out' into 
the Naktong 


river and pushing it before h>m 
paddled out to a 
waiting engi- 


neer's boat. The boat topic them 
to the other side. 


There Pvt. Jack was g i v e n 


emergency treatment. But he died 
within 20 minutes. 


There is the story of the death 


of Pvt. Jack.— just one of many 
who have died bravely in the last 
five weeks of heart breaking 
re- 
treats.
